that the recent financial stringency in the 
country was brought about by the Influ- 
ence of "Standard OH" and J P. Morgan, 
Senator La Follette of Wisconsin today 
n a speech rractically closing the debate 
Dn the 
Aldrlch currency bill, entered 


upon a denunciation of men high In the 
financial world. 


'There were no commercial reas&is for 


a panic," said La Follette. "There were 
speculative, legislative and political rea- 
sons why a panic might serve special In- 
terests. 
There were business ^•cores to

blocked and a currency measure suited to 
the sjste-n to be secured. There was a 
third term to be disposed of and policies 
to be discredited

Judicial Stooling *nd Collusion 
in San Francisco. 


The cat is pretty well out of the bag at last. 
Developments 


In court yesterday demonstrated beyond peradaventure that the 
articles in the Bulletin defaming William S. Tevis were inspired by 
James D. Fhelan and that the hand of the Spreckels' private prose- 


cution is under Older. 


Fremont Older, one of the defendants, admitted on the stand 


that the attacks on Tevis were printed after conversations with 
Phelan on the subject. 
This vvill serve to explain why Phelan's 


legal and political factotum, Dan Murphy, procured E. P. E. Troy 
to swear to the collusive complaint against Older in order to get 
Older out of the jurisdiction of the Kern county Superior Court. 


Deputy District Attorney William Hoff Cook stated that his 


official superior, William H. Langdon, had instructed him not to 
discredit \\ illiam J. Burns, the star witness for the defense, whom 
Judge Doolmg permitted to fill the record with a mass of hearsay 
testimony, a large part wholly irrelevant and clearly malicious, in 
cross-examination. 
Mr. Cook stated in open court that he bad been 


instructed to limit his examinatiom of Burns to a few perfunctory 


questions. 


Hiram Johnson, one of Spreckels' corps of special prosecutors, 


tt*o is defendirg Older, tried to bully Cook into retracting his state- 
ment, but failed. Burns was compelled to admit that he endeavored 
to get an affidavit from Abraham Ruef which Ruef declares would 
have been perjury, to be used in Older's defense. 


Thus the whole wretched business stands revealed as a collusive 


scheme to prostitute judicial process to base ends. The only man 
from the judge down who appears to have any sense of the degrada- 
tion to all concerned in the nasty business is Cook, who was thrown 
into the case wi:h hands tied after the lines of the fake trial were 


carefully laid out for him. 


A judge desirous of upholding the honor and integrity of the 


bench and desirous of having cases before him tried fairly and in 
accordance with law would have taken the matter into his own 
hands and msisted upon a searching examination of Burns; indeed, 
a j«dge duly solicitous of his own dignity and fame would have 
refused to preside at a trial so palpably collusive and farcical. But 
Judge Dooling seems to be of the material as Langdon, Law'or 
and Dunne. He is abler and better versed in the law than either 
LawlSr or Dunne, but apparently his standard of honor is no higher 
and his sense of judicial propriety no keener than the Spreckels 
jurists. 
• 


However, the exposures have their value. They illuminate the 


methods and motives of the gang of tricksters who are making the 
administration of justice in San' Francisco a mock and a byword. 
Despite innumerable shifts and evasions and a vast amount of per- 
jury and chicane the light is being steadily turned on and the public 
is gradually coming to see the graft conspirators in their true 
character.

Kaiser Forced Action, Says German Paper 


BERLIN. March .17.—Prince Joachim 


Albrecht of Prussia, second cousin of 
Emperor William, lias resigned from the 
army, ivjiere he - held the rank of major 
and will not again be permitted to wear 
the German 'uniform. 
The resignation 


of. the.Prince, It is declared, was request- 
ed by Emperor William. 


According to "the Mittag Zeitung, Em- 


peror William nas been extremely dissat- 
isfied with the prince because of his con- 
tinued relations with the Baroness 'Ue- 
benberg. 
It was because of his interest 


in this woman that the prince was pun- 
ished eighteen months ago by being sent 
out to join the German forces in the 
field In Southwest Africa, 
'Che baroness 


was at one time an actress and played 
in the theaters, of Berlin. 
Her maiden 


name was Marie Sulzer. 
The prince de- 


sired to marry her, but this was Impos- 
sible because of the Inequality of'their 
social standing-. 
Marie Sulzer then ob- 


tained the title of Baroness 1/lebenhers 
through marriage with an Ausarlan bar- 
on at a suburban registry office at Brlx- 
ton Hill, London, she and the baron.part- 
ing at the conclusion of the ceremony. 
It is declared that the baron was to re- 
ceive a large sum of money for having 
conferred his title upon the access so 
that it would be possible for her. to mar- 
ry the prince, after she had secured a 
prearranged divorce from her husband, 
ft is understood, however, that the finan- 
cial transaction was never completed and 
the divorce was never obtained. 


]n the meantime the prince and the 


baroness have been living, it is declared, 
under a transparent incognito In Prussia. 
This went on until Emperor William de- 
cided to intervene.
